PADS Group 
Has Meeting 
In Placentia 

PLACENTIA - A report 
concerning the feasibility of the 
proposed Public Agency Data 
Systems (PADS) was received by 
the organization from consultant 
Arthur Young and Co. at a 
meeting held last Wednesday in 
the Backs Building in Placentia. 

Placentia Mayor Robert 
Finnell, president of the group, 
which is exploring the feasibility 
of combining data processing 
services for eight county cities, 
commented that the report was 
favorable and said that with the 
acceptance of the report the first 
major goal of PADS has been met. 

Finnell said that under the 
present system the eight cities: 
Anaheim, Brea, Buena Park, 
Fountain Valley, Placentia, 
Tustin, Westminster, and Costa 
Mesa, are paying a total of 
$675,600 for data processing. By

Aliens Are 
Picked Up 
In Placentia 

PLACENTIA — In an early 
morning roundup by immigration 
authorities, 33 Mexican Nationals 
were arrested here last Thursday. 
All but one of the persons arrested 
was working in farm agriculture. 
“The growers,” said one officer, 
“lay off American workers, and 
hire the Mexicans at a lower 
wage. When the residents who 
resent the Mexican nationals 
getting their jobs complain to 
authorities, then the immigration 
officials are aware of the 
presence of the Mexican 
Nationals, and prepare to round 
them up.’’ 

Those arrested were treated as 
courteously as possible. They 
were taken to Los Angeles for 
screening, and then were returned 
to Mexico and taken to as near 
their homes as possible. While 
they are naturally reluctant to 
return to their homeland, they 
rarely create a discipline 
problem, and usually are 
cooperative in the processing. 


Mexican-Americans placed 
great emphasis on the rehiring of 
Frank Chavez, who served as a 
liaison teacher at Valencia High 
School, working closely with the 
Mexican community there. They 
also protested the demotion of 
counselor Santiago Segovia to part 
time. 

The Placentia Unified 
Education Association also 
presented a resolution calling for 
the rehiring of all fired teachers 
as did teacher groups at Valencia 
and several other schools. 

Board members approved the 
preliminary plans for the new 
Glenview Elementary School, 
modeled after the Fairmont plans. 

Board members also approved 
the intent of the Golden School 
PTA to build a library at the 
school at a cost of $1200 to $1300. 

The board also discussed the 
high bids for the new stadium 
construction at Valencia High 
School and decided to continue the 
item and directed staff to give 
them further information.

Emphasis 

Wallace Jackman, rep¬ 
resenting the State 
Comptrollers office, was at 
Placentia City Hall last 
week, going over the 
expenditures of the city on 
civil defense. 

According to Frank 
Dunnavant. finance di¬ 
rector, a new procedure 
will be forthcoming for next 
year, which will allow more 
flexibility in the workings of 
the local civil defense. 

“Heretofore,” stated 
Dunnavant, “atom bombs, 
nuclear attacks, and similar 
disaster played the most 
important part of civil 
defense, but now it will be 
geared to the local needs in 
case of fire, floods and 
earthquakes.”

personnel director of the 
city. Other expenditures 
enclude supplies, special 
telephone service, and all 
allied functions needed in 
proper handling of civilian 
defense.

Brinkley 


Recent remarks on the 
causes of high blood pres¬ 
sure and the effects of high 
blood pressure prompted 
us to contact Dr. Don 
Brinkley of the Brinkley

REGARDING CHANGES IN 


Fictitious Firm Name Law 


Question : What is a Fictitious Name? 

Answer: A Fictitious Name is one that does not include the surname of the operator or one 
that implies the existence of other owners: (such words as ‘Company/* “& Company/* 
“& Sons.’* “Associates/* “Brothers/* but not words that merely describe the business 
being conducted. Or. a Corporation, if it includes a name other than the name given in 
the articles of incorporation. 

Question : Who needs to file a fictitious firm name? 

Answer: All firms operating under a fictitious name for profit and it must be done under the 
new law by July 1. 1971. 

Question: Does this include business established for many years? 

Answer: Yes. although the new law does not become effective until July 1. 1971. businesses 
may re-file from now until June 30. 1971. preferably the sooner the better to avoid an anti¬ 
cipated rush as the due date draws near. 

Question : Do all firms have to re-publish their statement 9 

Answer: The statement must be published if there has been any change in the information 
contained in the original statement, but need not be published if there has been no change 
in the information shown on the statement. File a new statement on or before December 31 
of the fifth year after the year in which the original statement was filed. 

Question : Where do fictitious names have to be published? 

Answer: Publication of the statement must be made once a week for four weeks and begun 
within 30 days of filing, in a newspaper of general circulation in the county which cir¬ 
culates in the area in which the business is to be conducted. 

Question : What is the purpose of the fictitious name procedure? 

Answer: On July 1. 1971, the present code sections setting up the Fictitious Firm Name pro¬ 
cedure (Section 2466, et seq. Civil Code) are revoked and new code sections (Sections 17900 
to 17930 Business and Professions Code) replace them. The law was enacted to protect 
the consumer in enabling him to find out the person or persons with whom he is really 
dealing. If a new statement is not filed no person transacting business under the ficti¬ 
tious business name may maintain any action upon or on account of any contract made, 
or transaction had. in the Fictitious Business Name in any court of this state. 

Question : What are the fees? 

Answer: The new law calls for $10.00 filing fees, plus publication costs, if necessary to be 
published. 

Question : Where can fictitious name forms be obtained? 

Answer: The Office of the County Clerk, Probate Division. Santa Ana Courthouse. Also The 
News-Times, a legally adjudicated newspaper. We will be happy to assist you in filling 
out and filing the necessary forms with the County Clerk.
